Feedback on goals

e Patricia - Is it safer?

Anna - yes it is safer to have less goals

Patricia - E scooters don’t reduce carbon emissions

Feedback on Scope and Scale

e Andres - struggle to see it working in N Seattle where there aren’t
sidewalks. Issue with parking? Scope by how far the average person
travels.

e Kelly - typical trip length is less than bike and more than walking

e Anna - transit approach

e Carol - should be an area that allows you to determine access goals.
It shouldn’t be so complex that you can’t assess the success.
Jennifer - agrees with Carol. Figure out what you want to study.
Beau - agrees with Carol. Only limit on speed? Are there other limits?
Should mass be considered? In Oklahoma City, lights aren’t great.
Need better lights if used in S Seattle.

e Jennifer - How would you test or look at enforcing the rules?
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Where should they ride?
e David - should have the same policy for both bikes and scooters. Scooters
should be ok in bike lanes. Riding in streets should be legal.
e C(Carol - Greenways are good places for scooters. But equity is also being able to
use sidewalks for walking.
Patricia - | have consistently opposed making scooters legal on sidewalks.
Anna - should be allowed on sidewalks if traveling at pedestrian speed.
Emily - was scary to ride in LA. Is it safe for sidewalks?
David - not take away sidewalk options, but provide as much incentive to ride
not on the sidewalk. Should be parking off the sidewalk.
